THREE DEAD AND TtTO DYING. 



A Cooper flhoota Three of His Oanghters 
and RIa Willi's Paramoar and Then 

Stiid.u Iliilirt rrit.iiinc Into Hie Own 
IIphU — Detail* uf the Crime. 

PuRTtMotmi, N. H., Sept. 18.— A 
terrible tragedy occurred here last 
night, and there is great excitement. 

Fred. H. J. ilein, aged 48 years, a 
c»o]n r in the employ of the tldiedge 
l5le\^l.lg Company, has a f.inii.- of 
thieo daughter.., the elde.^l, ( ari ii'. 
aged 13 years, keeping house for him, 
his wife, who it is said was unfaithful, 
having left him several month- ago. 
Since she left it is reported the girl, 
Carrie, bus become wayward. 

Hem's trou I lies preyed upon his mind 
until he resolved to end them, and re- 
move from temptation the three female 
members of his household. Two of 
tliem and the prisoner hiui elf lie dead 
in his home, wnile ut the h ispiial tli ' 
third daughter lie^ u.tiag Wita a bullet 
in her m ck, and at his home Charles 
\V. I ayl r, a wed-known hardware 
merchant, whose name has been con- 
nected with that of Mrs. Hein, lies with 
two bullet holes iu his back. Before the 
discovery of Hein's dead boily olHcera 
and citizens were scouring the city in 
search of him :ind had lie fallen into the 
hands of the mob he would have been 
lynched. 

The story of the murder is: Charles 
W. Taylor whiie entering his residence 
about I lUO la&t night, was rusoed upoii 
by the murderer, who fired two shots 
both of which took eit'ect lu the small of 
his back. Taylor hi still alive, but very 
low. fie t-»'s he does nut know what 
prompted Hein to shoot him. The 
doctors are uoubtful about saving him. 

Shortly before S o'vloca people in the 
vicinity of Hein's house heara five pis- 
tol shot- hred iu rapid snccession, and 
Maud, the i:>year-o1d daugnter of Hein, 
ran out of the house and down the 
street. She proceeded but a short dis- 
tance when she fell on the pavement, 
saying: "Father has shot me." The 
girl was taken to the hospital, where 
she now lies in a critioal conuitiou. 
Three shots wart ibred at her, all taking 
effect. 

The lower part of Hein's hotise was 

the scene of the murderer's most brutal 
work, and it bhows evidence of a des- 
perate struggle. The kitchen was cov- 
ered with blood and e>'erything was in 
great disorder. Just outside the back 
<loor of the house lay two bodies. Car- 
rie, the oldest girl, lay with her face 
> Dvered with blotd. the bullet having 
entered the left side of the face, y issing 
upward toward tht htain. death'aaving 
resulted instantTy. Across her urostrate 
form lay Bertha, the youngest daughter. 
When lound she was unconscious, and 
she expired in llfteen miiinU'S,the bullet 
that caused her death hnxing entered 
hi r head jiist behind the left ear. 

Sheiitf Coflln arrived at Hein's honse 
at 8:15 and detailed men to search for 
the murderer. Meanwhile Marshall 
Joy and a force of officers arrived aiid 
it was decided to cloeely examine the 
chambers. As they entered the front 
chamber they found the dead body of 
[b in stretched on the floor. A bullet 
had pa-sed througn his head from the 
revolver which lay by bis side. The 
crowd which had gathered about the 
house were highly excited and had the 
murderer been talceu alive he certainly 
would have \>i«n killed by tbem.

But Reed, McKiniey A Ca are run 
ninj; the Repuhlican partv, and they 
want none of Mr. IJIaine'B "reciprocity."

The official returns from the elec- 
tion in this State last August were pub- 
lished this week. The total vote c *fit was 
273,067, the Democrata polling 161,712, 
Republicans 107,006 and tho Prohibition- 
ists 4,.340.

She neither resented this nor 
relaxed her care for the little ones. With 
many animals such liberties would have 
ended In the killing or abandonment of 
the cubs. 

Belle is a large lioness in excellent physi- 
cal condition. She has a powerful and ex- 
pi«8Hive countenance. The cubs are stolid 
looking fellows, with not half as much in- 
telligence as tbeir mother.

and did not want her olTspring to grow up 
to live a life like hers. 

In ca-e i! not possible, on account of 
b.iil tein . el , ileal li or illness, for t lie moUier 
to .slic k hem, you ng lions, t iirers, leop:<>iis 
and woUi's are givt 11 to .\e\v foundland or 
St. liei ii.ard ilogs to suckle. Tin y only re 
main with t he iIol's four or live wa-eks. .Vf- 
ter that there might be danv'i r that they 
would gobiile up their foster mothers. 
.\iiimals reared in tills way are not so 
lie.iltliy as those suckled by their own 
iiiot hers. They are apt to have the rick<'ts 

1 .ion. s and t i^ers have three or fmi r y oiing 
ones ,it a lime, the Koparil live, lie.irs three 
or fiiar, monkeys one, elepliants one, gi- 
ratles one, ii\ luhaiis two and antelopes 
one. 

.Monkeys do not liri-ed much In the cap- 
tivity ot a menagerie, because they are al- 
ways dy i'ig. Till' monkey who i^oes around 
with his Italian master in all we.ii hiT gets 
.'w hardy as it is possible to be. iiiit the 
menagerie monkey is pampered and kept 
in a warm cage, so that a shower of rain 
or a draught of air will kill him. The white 
Chinese monkey possesses the strongest 
eonstitntiou of any simian, lie is a big 
fellow, with an arm like a lilacksmith's, 
and apt to bo (jnarrelsonie. The mandrill, 
who is (listiDguisbed by blue cheeks and 
a red nose, is affeottonata and very deli- 
cate
